Vancouver's theatre world next week, In fact, we've got a bit of| 
@ stake over there. 


It’s the start of the Mainland city’s annual summer operetta 
enterprise, Theatre Under The Stars, in the Malkin Bowl in 
Stanley Park. 


And when the lights are dimmed for the 
opening performance, on Mondry evening 
whether we are able to be first nighters or not, 
we'll be pulling for the success of the operatta. 

For TUTS is staging the first world premiere 
of its history with the first all-Canadian musical 
comedy ever to be presented professionally in 
Canada, the Dolores Claman-Doug Nixon-Dave 
Savage story of the British Columbia lumber in- 
dustry, “Timber!” 

Giving it a personal touth here is the fact| 

that Doug Nixon grew up in Victoria, went to 

. school here and was in business here with his 

mother (in a circulating library and gift shop for some time before) 
he went back to his first love, radio work. 

He is now program director, British Columbia region of C.B.C. 
Doug's wife, Chris, is also a Victorian. They were married here 
And they have a host of relatives and friends in this city. 

To make’ it an all-British Columbia effort, Dolores Claman is 
a Vancouver girl, now living in New York, where she made good 
as a pianist, and Dave Savage is also from Vancouver. 

The idea for “Timber!” was “hatched” to use an expression of 
the three collaborators a couple of years go when Dolores was 
home on her summer holidays. 


Doug and Dave had an idea,”Dolores liked it, and she began 
work on the music. 


The next winter Doug was in New York for a few days and 
he and Dolores “chewed on the idea” for a whole evening. They 
were enthusiastic, but, as they tell you now, it might have taken 
years to complete the operetta in spare moments if something 
hadn't happened to spur them on. 


Challenge Gives the Right Incentive 


This something was Bill Buckingham, TUTS producer, who a 
little over a year ago, issued a challenge to Canadian writers to 
create a show worth producing 

The trio went to work! It took them well over a year, and the 
burning of much midnight oil to complete their musical. But they 
did—and it’s good—Bil! Buckingham says so 


The story centres around a lumber baron, his. daughter and 
a high rigger, all with different idea on both forestry and_ social 
standing. Boy meets girl, boy loses girl and boy gets girl while 
14 songs ranging from a sprightly parody called “Mink” to a soul- 
ful tune titled “Sunday Heart” thread their musical way through 
the plot 

I heard the beginnings of those lyries in Doug and Chris 
Nixon's living room in Vancouver months ago. (And I'm going to 
Vancouver next week to hear them again in the finished operetta) 
If they don’t make the hit parade soon, I'll miss my guess. 

For the greater part of the two years he young collaborators 
worked under difficulties. They were thousands of miles apart. 
Dolores in New York (just in Vancouver at holiday times) and 
Dave and Doug in Vancouver 

To add to their difficulties, just after they were told “Timber!” 
would be considered for this year’s TUTS program, Doug won an 
Imperial Relations Trust Fellowship for broadcasters and jour- 
falists from Commonwealth countries and he and Chris and their 
small son, Dean, set off for the British Isles for six months. 

That's where the use of the mails came in. While Doug was 
in London, Dolores was in New York and Dave in Vancouver, 
both script and theme went shooting across continent and ocean 
for revising and suggestions between the three authors 

Now it seems destined to leave its home province and go even 
further afield following its presentation in Vancouver. A _ well 
known English producer has suggested a London production in 
the near future, a New York musical comedy star has been enticed 
by the original and catchy appeal of several of the songs and the 
eyes of radio are watching for it to take to the air 

All of which means that in time “Timber!” will be carrying 
the tuneful history of British Columbia, and of Stanley Park and 
other Vancouver points (the Vancouver docks when the loggers 
come in for a week-end, famed Birk’s corner “under the clock,” and 
the park) into the hearts of a diverse and wide-spread audience. 

Good luck Doug and Chris and Dolores and Dave. We in Vic: 
toria are pulling for you!
